Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 1-3, 5-20 and 22-28 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner' s statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of Rubino et al (U.S. Patent No. 6,424,629), in view of Coile (U.S. 
Patent No. 6,108,300) fail individually and combined to anticipate or render obvious the 
claim combination of a method/ system for automatically tracking the rerouting of 
logical circuit data in a data network, by generating reroute and updated rerouted 
statistics including a committed information rate or committed burst size, dropping a 
frame when either has been exceeded and updating a table with the statistics without 
manual intervention in combination with other limitations set forth in the respective 
claims.
